Survey of Reference Collections of 0.U. Library | 


The checking of the Library's holdings of books listed in Winchell's Guide to 
Reference Books, 7th edition, and Supplement 1950-52, a project started by the 
Reference. Department over a year ago, has been completed. The approximate 6,650 
titles included in the two volumes were selected with a large general reference 
library in mind, and all, except the 950 items listed in the Supplement, were published 
before 1950, The list is inclusive rather than selective, ineluding both monumental 
sets and brief reprints, complete and concise editions, an@ publications in many 
foreign languages. 


The first study was based upon the wotal items listed, A sampling of some subject 
fields shows that 0,U, holds the following percentage of entries:

The weakness of this type of survey is that the same weight is given tc each entry 
regardless of cost, and no consideration is given the language in which the item is 
published. Therefore, an additional study was made of the Library's holdings of 
English language publications. This raised the percentage considerably in a number 
of fields, 


Still another approach was made by studying the date of publication of the English 
language items not found at 0,U. It was found that a high vercentage of items 
missing from our collection was published during the years 1930-1939, The absence 
of such items can be ascribed to the low budget during those years. 


After considering the results of the Winchell study, the Library Administrative 
Council concluded that the general library should be responsible for acquisitions in 
certain subject areas, namely, bibliography, biography, encyclopedias, veriodicals 
and newspapers, In addition, it would acquire the general works in the more 
specialized subject fields. The Council also decided that a member of the Acquisi- 
tions Department should confer with the chairmen or library committees of the various 
departments about reference works in their fields which the library does not have. 
The departmental chairmen will be notified of any new reference works added in their 
fields, It is hoped that in this manner the selection of basic reference tools may 
be standardized and improved.

A Kaleidoscopic View of Library Growth 


The university librarian sometimes is referred to Slightingly as a student of the 
backs of books by his colleagues in the classroom, implying that he has no real 
interest in their contents, In our more good-natured moments (if I may presume to 
speak for all of our staff), we are inclined to agree that there may at least be a 
grain of truth in this scandalous libel, for we constantly see a great many interest- 
ing books on 4 very wide range of subjects--selected incidentally by our critical 
but scholarly colleagues--yet have little time to more than glance at them as they 
pass, Jt is a constant temptation to forget that as librarians we have a choice of 
several highly specialized fields for research ourselves in which we should maintain 
activity--such as bibliographical control of information, communication, the history 
of ideas, or even the peculiar habits of our supposedly more profound brethren of the 
classroom in their often stumbling efforts to find certain information mie “a 
@ research project--and for the librarian therefore to become a shallow philosdpner, 
an amateur of ali fields, or otherwise lose his sense of proportion. 


Nevertheless the librarian by the nature of his work is in a very fortunate position, 
His storehouse of information is the one common meeting ground for the academic 
community, a cohesive force in a world made up of many little empires and sooner or 
later he becomes acquainted with them all. Merely by looking at the new books 
coming into his domain he can secure a better idea of the immense breadth and depth 
of the scholarly activities carried on by his institution, for the books he sees 
were selected by the faculty to meet specific needs, Just looking at the flow of 
titles gives an inspiring idea of what the University is about, an insight hardly 
possible from any other viewpoint, 


Looking at a booktruck (a three~shelf bookstack on wheels) of new books in the 
Acquisitions Department reveals the real scope and purpose of the University. Here 
is critical work just published on Faulkner--The tangled fire of William Faulkner-- 
a study of our current literary culture advancing the thesis that contrary to usual 
opinion Faulkner employs a variety of stylization based on several traditional 
narrative forms, Next to it stands a slim volume Substances naturelles de synthése, 
vol.? of a series, produced at Paris in 1953, containing formulas for synthesizing 
cortisone, one of our modern wonder drugs useful against arthritis. It was bought 
for Chemistry. 


Next comes a work entitled Current trends in information theory, published in 1853, 
which turns out to be a collection of essays by seven social psychologists, Is 
social psychology winning the domain of social behavior in its struggle with social 
anthropology, sociology, et al, and now eyeing new fields to conquer? Incongruously, 
the next book comes from Munich, Formschine Lampen und Beleuchtungsanlangen, and ' 
deals with well-shaped lamps and lighting systems, acquired for Architecture, and 
with pictures of many striking light fixtures. Then three paper-bound geological 
items in various languages, from Taiwan, Rio de Janeiro, and Wiesbaden: probably 
0,.G.S, exchange items; maybe one of our graduates will be there someday? 


Standing next is a peculiar little work entitled New light on the history of great 
American fortunes (N.Y., 1953), which turns out to have a long very interesting 
introduction giving the history of the study of this phenomenon, but to consist 
principally of a reprint of a N.Y. Tribune montniy, American Millionaires, a list 
of millionaires originally issued in 1892. Arrangement of the names is by states, 
with occupations specified, Under New Mexico are listed three millionaires "Wilson 
Waddingham--made in banking, cattle raising and lands"--he later went broke and I 
acquired a few of his archives when I was librarian at the University; T.B. Catron, 
made in law and land grants--who died not a millionaire leaving $600,000 in 
uncollectable loans--a time honored practice of older New Mexico politicians; and A. 
Staab, wholesaler, unknown to me. For Oklahoma the author lists no names but in 
apology predicts: "There will be plenty of fortunes in Oklahoma in due time, But 
they are unknown now." Who are the many qualifiers to this select circle in Oklahoma 
today? 


The Annual review of meclear science, vol,4, stands next; too full of arrows, 
formulas, curves, Greek letters and symbols to be comprehensible, and best passed 
over, Then comes a government document, Foreign relations of the United States, 
Diplomatic papers, 1938 (in five volumes), Volume III, the Far East, A little slow 
in publication (on purpose, I understand, to avoid giving useful information) but 
only three years before Pearl Harbor, Then two works on mental matters, Musi?

Proceeding more hurriedly, three DeGolyer items, the Englishman Singer's long awaited 
and urgently needed History of technology, published at Oxford. Little in this field 
and this is just volume 1, covering only up to the fall of the ancient empires; a 
long wait ahead for the rest, if he lives long enough. Then a history of Leibnizian 
mathematics, in German, another Munich publication, of 1949. Then Davy's Elements 

of chemical philosophy, part 1, vol.1, 1812--where's v.2? A note by the cataloger 
who searched the title says this was all published, A popular account, by one of the 
great men in the story of electrical aspects of matter. 


Next The 195, CQ almanac, a record of the past congress, legislation introduced, 
tables of votes on important measures, etc,--a valuable reference tool for students 

of government, Unbiased? Issued by Congressional Quarterly; should be. Then Iugones 
Obras poeticas completas, a beautiful little work better printed than some Madrid 
publications; who is he? Then the Annual collected papers, 1954, of the American 
Society cof Tool Engineers, containing articles on "The challenge of automation," 
"Changing trends in mechanical fasteners," etc, 


Then a copy of our Institute of Community Development's master plan for the Oklahoma 
capitol, side by side with the multilithed proceedings of the recent institute on 
crime investigation, A new subject in our Extension Division's highly successful 
institute series, of direct value to the state, Another neat and comely job by the 
O.U. duplicating service, complementing our University Press well in the small 
edition field, A work Seismicity of the earth (earthquakes!) which turns out to be 
for Physics instead of Geology. Next a book of color plates La tapisserie francaise, 
Paris, showing Aubusson and other tapestries from the earliest time, to the present; 
imported through a dealer in Philadelphia. 


A history of industrial education in Oklahoma, c195l and published at Tahlequah; on 
the verso of the title page, a note that it was presented towards the Doctor of 
Education degree at 0.U. in 1952, And finally two regional history items, F.J, 
Rowbotham's A trip to prairie-land, being a glance at the shady side of emigration, 
published in London, 1880; and a little pamphlet, A history of Jefferson -Texass, 
undated but modern, with the touching note on the title page, "A portion of the 
proceeds of sale to be used in the uvkeep of Oakwood Cemetery"; why the cemetery? 
At 60¢ per copy this poor little work didn't produce much for either author or 
cemetery; Jefferson is near the Red River, and such slight works are often grist for 
historians through lack of any other. Last a set of Paul Horgan's Great river, the 
Rio Grande, a gift to 0.U., just published, very favorably reviewed. Written by a 
personal friend of mine; I'll love to read--later! 


What does this hanhazard catalogue prove? A similar listing tomorrow would be quite 
different, but just as diverse in subject, in as many languages, from as many 
countries. Books are not so often on the forefront of research; they tend to be 
issued later than and to draw from periodical articles, but journal titles newly 
bound were skipped here. These articles in journals would cover an even broader 
range of subjects but also be on much narrower topics. The chief reaction that I 
have in a browsing excursion such as this is one of continued pleasure and renewed 
confidence in 0.U. as a great university. It is pleasant to be a student of title

NAmerica owes its position today as the number one world power primarily 
to one plant: Indian corn," 


Each professor then explained his theory. Prussia had sandy plains which 
were not good for usual European crops; when it was discovered that potatoes would 
thrive there the increased food supply allowed an enormous growth in Prussian popula- 
tion, ... Since Europeans did not have bath tubs, they tended to be smelly, and to 
cover up the smelliness they used spices and perfumes, But the perfumes had to be 
imported at great expense from India, so they set about finding a shorter route to 
the Indies and accidently discovered America in the process, With this discovery 
the center of gravity-in Europe shifted from the Mediterranean to the Atlantic, 
leading to the rise of England, France and Spain, ... Corn enabled the Midwest to 
be settled rapidly and to support 80 million people. Corn, or indirectly corn fed 
to pigs, became the staple diet and corncobs supplied fuel, mattresses, and paper 
inia land where paper was scarce, The U.S. would have only 90 million people instead 
of 160 million except for Indian corn. ?
